THE DAY REVIEWED. 

A STRONG MAN IN WHOM THE PEOPLE TRUST. 

To.tepo, O., Sept. 29.—{Special.|—As Mr. 
Biaihe progresses through Ohio the interest in 
him and what he has to say dcepens.. There is 
less of mere curivsity in the. audiences and 
more earnestness. The meetings along the line 
of Mr. Biaine’s route today were more satis- 
factory to him than those of any day since he 
has left New York. Gis sympathetic nature, 
which is so alive to popular impressions, has 
therefore spurred him to say more than usual 
in response to this growing interest. It has 
been “impossible to recite mere color 
Jess phrases to the earnest Republican 
hosts who have turned out, 60 Mr. 
Blaine has gone more into the fleld of politics 
than he expected when he left Cleveland this 
morning. This departure was most notable at 
To , where he said more than he has upon 
any previous occasion since be has left New 


York, but with such an éxperienced speaker as’ 


Mr. Blaine there is no danger of his making a 
mistake. What he said this afternoon moved 
the audience to a better appreciation of the 
man than could have any non-politicas 
talk. As he stood upon the stand in 
the park at Toledo, at the end of a 
day’s fatiguing ride, he showed a splendid 
strength and presence that must have been an 
almost demoralizing sight to the Democrats 
who have insisted upon saying all along that 
Blaine was not strong. As he faced the 
Toledo audience this afternoon his voice rang 
out as clear as if he had not been talkimg in the 
open air for over a week, while every sentence 
was backed by a nervous vitality that moved 
the audience and molded them inte a single 
listener. How eager were the cries. for 
more when he paused. Yet there was 
no attempt at any flight of so-called 
oratory, nor to model flowery sentences. It 
was the thought, the caim earnestness, and the 
high purpose of-the speaker that fascinated the 
audience, and made them listen and applaud. 
EX-PRESIPENT HAYES. 

The most marked incident of today was the 
fact of ex-President Hayes joming the party 
at Norwalk. He made three speeches, and left 
the train at Fremont. Hayes still has quite a 
hold upon the people of his immediate neigh- 
borhood. His presence today in the can- 
vass was regarded as more than an offset 
to the impression that may have been made by 
the diatribes of his former Secretary of the In- 
terior. At Oberlin 5,000 people gathered about 
thé station. At Norwalk the Blaine party left 
the train and rode in carriages to the square. 
Ex-President Hayes rode in the same carriage 
with Mr. Biaine and put bis arm about him as 
they rode, as if to encourage him. The meet- 
ing at Norwalk numbered 10,000 people, and 
this, too, in spite of the fact that Mr. Biaine 
had been previously advertised to appear when 
his arrival had been pnavoidably postponed. 
If it had nét been for previous aisappoint- 
ments fully 5,000 more lé would have been 
out. This gathering fairly flowed with good- 
feeling and enthusiasm. Mr. Blaine said atter 
his return to the train that it appeared to him 
that this was by far the best meeting he had 
yet attended. 

There was only a short stop at Monroeville, 
where there were 1,000 people. At Sandusky 
there was a stop made of haif an hour. The 
public gathering was in a handsome pub- 
Ne park an eighth of a mile. from 
the station. Very handsome fioral of- 
ferings were placed upon the stand. Mr. 
Biaine’s picture of an early visit to this point in 
1848 was most graphically given and most dex- 
terously employed'to point the fact of the 
marvelous growth of the town and its sur- 
rounding country since then under the spur of 
protection. It was at this place that ex-Prest- 
dent Hayes was called upon again to speak. 
Here be did a very characteristic. thing. He 
did not appear to care to go through the labor 
of saying anything upon his own avoount, and 
so he said be would -teil those present what 


‘ District-Attorney Tenney bad said at Norwalk. 


As Mr. Tenney bad prepared this speech for 
use during the day it put him in very bad 
countenance when he was finaly callea upon. 

At Fremont Mr. Hayes himself introduced 
Mr. Blaine and led in the cheering. When To- 
ledo was reached the Ohio managers were 
themselves surprised at the character of the 
reception, as Toledo is a very closé town, and 
has consequently a large Democratic popula- 
tion. The crowd at the station was so great 
that the party bad a prolonged struggle to get 
to their carriages. There were fully 20,000 
people in the streets, while the various politic- 
al organizations pon foot and horseback 
made as imposing an exhibition as the one at 
Rochester last Thursday. In the evening there 
were 8,000 people in tine by actual count of or- 
ganizations which had reported for the parade. 
Mr. Biafne leaves bere tomorrow morning at 9 
a. m. ond will spend the night at Dayton. 

ALONG THE ROUTE, f 
STARTING FROM CLEVELAND, | 

ELYRIA, O., Sept. 29.—Several hundred peo- 
ple were in the Lake Shore Railroad Depot at 
Cleveland this morning to see Mr. Blaine start. 
When he arrived at a few minutes before 9 he 
was loudly cheered, and the people gathered 
around the rear platform of the last car on the 
train and clamored foraspeech. Just before 
the train started Mr. Blaine appeared on the 
platform and said: 

“IT have no speech to make, gentlemen, ex- 
cept to express the creat pleasure I have en- 
joyed in my visit to this city during the last two 
days. I have renewed many old associations | 
and made new ones, all of which have been 
most agreeable to me, and I depart this morn-

A GREAT SUCCESS 

ToLEepDo, O., Sept. 29.—[Special.]—The grand 
reception of Ohio, Indiana, and Michigan to the 
Hen. J. G. Blaine has been ail and more than 
was expected in attendance, enthusiasm, and 
general good-feeling, and as an effective dem- 
onstration. The outpouring of the peopletrom 
the surrounding towns and the country has 
been surprising and encouraging. As the day 
opened out Toledo’s appearance. became 
brighter and brighter. The eye was met on 
every side by the Stars and Stripes floating 
from hundreds of roofs and suspended from 
aptaete of windows. Chinese lanterns were 

and did much towards mak- 
ie uti street beautiful to the thousands 
who traveled up and down its pavements to- 
night. Conspicuous among’ the draperies of 
the National bunting appeared the portrait of 
James. G. Biaine, the next President of the 
United States. At 9:30 this morning the 
members of the Reception Committee met 
at Republican headquarters, and, after 
receiving ther badges, marched to the 
depot, where they boarded a spacial car on the 
Lake Shore Road, and left at 10 o'clock for 
Fremont. The committee was made up of 
about fifty leading gentlemen of the city. At 
4 o’ciock p. m. Mr. Blaine arrived at the Union 
Depot, and was atonce conducted by the Re- 
ception Committee and an escort of cavalry, 
under Capt. Hopkins, by way of Summit, Jef- 
ferson, Thirteenth, and Monroe streets to 
League Park. At an early bour this 
afternoon crowds of people. beran 
to assemble at the park, and by the time 
the speakers arrived there were in the 
neighborhood of 10,000 in attendance. Mr. 
Blaine was introduced and most enthbusiasticat- 
ly received. He only made a few remarks, 
after which he was driven to the Boody House 
to tea. %n the evening the features of the pro- 
gram were promptly and successfully carried

THE PARADE. 

The following is a list of the different orrani- 
gations in line in the parade, most of which 
were well uniformed and supplied with mot- 
toes and torches: Bucyrus Blaine and Logan 
Club, 100 strong;-Seventh Ward Biaine and 
Logan Club, preceded by a large drum corps, 
168 strong; Weber's Cornet Club, fifty men:

CINCINNATI, Q., Sept. 29.—|Specia!.;—The 
Hon. Charies of Colorado, answering 
the inquiries of your correspondent today, 
made the following remarkable statement gon- 

cerning the motive of the attacks of the me 
politan papers upon Mr. Blaine while he was 
Secretary of State and since. ~ Yes, sir, 1 was 
Minister to one of the South American Reptb- 
lies (Bolivia) during the years of 1880, 1881, dnd 
1882, when I resigned aud came home. I still 
keep up a correspondence with friends in 
South America, and, with the exception of Chili, 
the people of the different Republics are 
anxiously praying for the success of Mr. 
Blaine in this campaign. The invitation to an 
American Congress at Washington is still the 
subject of much hope. Mr. Blaine’s idea of 
arbitration in the settlement of conflicts 
among American States was eagerly accepted, 
and they promised themselves much good from 
closer commercial treaties which they expected 
to be one of the results of the congress. No- 
where did I find the people so enthusiastic (for 
the Monroe doctrine as in the South American 
Republics. * America for Americans’ was the 
common salutation and the subject of many 


speeches and much newspaper comment dur- 
ing the time that Mr. Biaine was Secretary 
of State. The Republic of Chih is, of course, 
hostile to. Mr. Blaine, but although it ‘has 
gained much renown in the late war, it is a 
small country.

who was in Washington today, gave a cheering 
acoount of the Republican prospect in his dis- 
trict and State.

| Tammany County Convention met today it was 


generally understood that Ald. Htgh J. Grant 
was to be the candidate for Mayor. In fact, 
the entire ticket had been discussed 
by the leaders of the organization dur 
ing the day, and the “silate’’ was 
made up. The discipline of Tammany 
Hall is so perfect that no attempt was made at 
any time while the convention was in session 
to break the prearranged ‘* slate,’’ even to the 
extent of asingie nominee. The leaders had 
settled on the ticket, and the delegates were 
willing to defer to their judgment., It was 
8:10 p. m. when John Kelly called the conven- 
tion te order. His appearance on tne platform 
was the signal fora great outburst of cheer- 
ing. The word had gone round that a straight 
ticket was to be nominated; that at last 


Tammany Hall was to measure swords with 
its rival, the County Democracy, and see 
which was the strorger. Regularly at each 
Biate Convention the Tammuny leaders have 
declared that their organization represented 
the Majority of the Democratic voters in this 
city, and as often their assertion has been’ de- 
nied by spokesmen of the County Democracy. 
If the latter put a local ticket in the field, 
even with the aid of a citizens’ organization 
and Irving Hall, the Tammany chieftains say 
they can make their boast good. Mr. Kelly, as 
soon as the cheers which greeted him had sub- 
sided, said, in part: .** So far as I am able to as- 
certain the views of the organization they 
propose to hold this convention witbout regard 
to other organizations. Hitherto, at the so- 
licitation of men whom we looked.on as wise, 
discreet, and judicious, we have appointed 
Committees of Conference and met with rep- 
resentatives of other organizations, and, 
in the language of some persons, have 
bartered away the rights and privileges of 
the people by holding a lottery in the’hat of a 
candidate. The press said that this was a com- 
bination of politicians to obtain places regard- 
less of the honesty and ability of the men nom- 
inated. Political parties are divided by lines 
in which principles on each side are supposed 
to actuatethem. If this is not the case it ‘s 
hardiy worth while to organize perties."’ 
Referring to the National Democratic nc@inees 
he said: ** It is well known that this organiza- 
tion was not in favor of Grover Cleveland, and 
so clearly expressed itself at.the Chicago Con- 
vention. We said and believed that it would 
be an unwise ,wuamination if made. I 
will not criticise Gav. Cleveland for his lack of 
qualifications for the position of first officer of 
the General Government. The community has 
done that. It would not be proper for me 
to say that he is an unfit man. I 
am not going into particulars of his 
public life, .because it has been such 
a very short one. . But let me say that if a part 
of the press and the people have criticised Gov. 
Cleveland, the press and the people on the other 
side bave made equally strong criticisms of 
his opponent. Gov. Cleveland is the nomince 

the Democratic party, and uniess we 
wish to renounce allegiance to that party we 
cannot say now that we will not support the 
candidates of the party. We have given our 
opinions in our address, and the or 
ganization will say no more. We in- 
tend to give Cleveland and Hendricks a 
full and hearty support. We cannot 
overlook the fact thata large number of peo- 
ple in this city and State who have in former 
years supported the Democratic ticket have 
alienated themselves and deciare themselves 
opposed to the Democratic candidates.

I would now consider Mr. Blaine, and of him 
there is a simple, straightforward story to tell. 
First, to reply to the Independent. One state- 
ment declares that, through Mr. Biaine’s po- 
litical influence, he fioated the Spencer 
Rifle Company. The answer to this insinua- 
tion is that his services for that com- 
pany were rendered nearly two years before be 
was in Congress at all. Next, as tothe Mulli- 
gan letters. They are the great depository out 
of which come ali the deadly weapons that are 
to be used against Mr. Blaine. It is a very 
curious thing that against a man who 
bas. stood in the jealous eye of the 
Amf@rican people for twenty-five years, and 
under the torches of 100 renee kindied 
to enable the people to see more distinctly his 
character—it is curious that against such a 
man nothing can be found except what is in 
the Mulligan letters of fifteen years ago. And 
what are those letters? They are the running 
account of the transactions between Mr. Blaine 
and Mr. Fisher, covering a period of eight or 
nine years, and there is. only one thing 
in those letters that in any way touches 
bis character as a public man. That is 
his ruling on the land-grant in the House of 
Represeutatives. Nobody, friend or foe, bas 
ever questioned the justice of that 
ruling. It stands unimpeached and tun- 
questioned today, ‘Three months afterward 
Mr. Blaine was approached by Warren Fish- 
er and Josiah Caldwell, and was asked to 
take an interest in the Little Rock & Fort 
Smith Railroad. And he did. Now there are 
just two sentences in these letters questioned 
and criticised. One, * I do not think I sball 
be a deadhead in this enterprise. I think 
I see several ways in which I can 
be useful.’ The only fair judgment of a man’s 
words are the deeds by which in another way 
be expresses his thoughts. Mr. Biaine made 
himself useful by selling the bonds to his per- 
sonal friends largely in the State of Maine, and 
that is the meaning of the sentence ‘I 
shall not be a deadhead in this enterprise.’ The 
part of the story that is never told is that when 
Mr. Blaine found hé had been deceived by 
Caldwell and made the representative or 
agent of a doubtful or decaymg con- 
cern, he went to the friends to whom 
he had sold the  »bonds and took 
them back, giving dollar for dollar. Does that 
ook like the dishonest or disreputable man that 

hostile newspapers represent him to be?’’ 

Dr. Webb continued in this spirit, speaking 
from his own personal knowledge, and taking 
up and answering completely the points of 
the Independent and of Carl Schurz.

CLEVELAND'S SHAME. 
MARIA HALPIN’S BROTHER-IN-LAW HAS SOME- 
THING TO SAY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 29.—{Special.]— 
The Journal has the followmg specia] from Lo- 
gansport:«Mr. Simeon Talbott, a traveling man 
in the employ of Henry Arthur & Co., wh@le- 
sale Jeather dealers in New York, isin this city, 
and being approached on the subject of New 
York politics, said: “ Yes, I know Cleveland, 
perhaps better than any man living. Maria 
Halpin is my sister-in-law. The story told in 
the newspapers is literally true, and the half 
has not been told. Grover Cleveland did se- 
duce my sister-in-law under a positive prom- 
ise of marriage, while she was living 
in Buffalo. This I know to be true, 
and Cleveland afterward paid the $500 to me 
for Maria Halpin when legal proceedings were 
about to be instituted against him. Cleveland 
now has possession of the child. Soon after 
the publication of this matter, and about six 
weeks ago, Cleveland wrote me a letter urging 
me to make a statement showing that he bad 
always treated Mrs. Halpin well, and promised 
me anything I could wish in case he was elect- 
ed. A friend of his—a prominent Judge 
in New York—also came to me and 
wanted a similar =statement. I re 
fused to make such a statement and 
Mrs. Halpin said she would die before she 
would make a etatement for him. He also 
said in the letter that the published reports in 
the press that two other men were intimate 


with Mrs. Halpin were wholly unauthorized by 
him, and were not true, and that in the event 
of my making the required statement he 
would have that corrected. After Mrs. Hal- 
pin’s trouble we learned that Cleveland was a 
notorious libertiue and kept a regular harem in 
Buffalo. The half has not been told 
about, him. I do not tell this 
for publication. It is not necessary in order 
to aefeat him. New York will give an over- 
whelming majority against him. I have bere 
a letter from my wife, stating that Mrs. Hal- 
pio bad refused, for the sum of $10,000, to make 
a statement for the Democrats. She says she 
would rather tell the truth for the Republican 
cause than take any sum from the Democrats.”’

New York, Sept. 29.—(Special.]—The Rev. 
Dr. Philip Scnaff, speaking of the completion 


_ of the revision of the Old Testament, says: 


“It ie not probable that the new work will be 


‘published before spring. The English com- 


pany bas finished its fibors and our company 
will only need to meet once or twice moré to 


> complete the appendix, but it will take several 


months for the presses to furnish a supply at 
all ample to meet the demand. As in the case 
of the New Testament, the only authoriz<i edi- 
tions will be pblished by the University presecs 
of Cambridge and Oxford, but, in the absence 
of an international copyright, 1 presume this 
country will have many editions of the Old 
Testament soon after the first copy is put on 
sale. It is astonishing to watch the interest 
displayed as the book nears publication. All 
over Europe where I have traveled this sum- 
mer scholars are patiently waiting for it.

Gen. Martin Beem Once Did It under 
Peculiar Circumstances, — 

I indorsed Ben Butler once, said Gen. Mar- 
tin Beem yesterday,.under rather trying cir 
cumstances. Soon after the War of the siave- 
holders’ rebellion I found myself one of the ad- 
vance guard of discharged soldiery at Walla 
Walla, W. T. As I get out of the stage-coach 
that hud brought me from the Columbia River 
that day I found the Jittle frontier town wild 
with excitement over the killing of Ferd Pat- 
terson—a kind of Jesse James, who had become 
known along the whole coast for tne number of 
menhe had killed. He bad just been shot 
while in a barber's ‘chair by a man named 
O’ Donoghue, whose ife Patterson was said to 
have threatened. The dead desperado seemed 
to have regiments of friends, who were rush- 
ing up and down the streets denouncing 
the Union men and vicilantes, and deciarimg 
one or the other caused his death. The town, 
notwithstanding its proximity to the fort bear- 
ing the same hame, and at which the Govern- 
ment had always kept a small garrison, was a 
kind of a city of refuge for all the “ push- 
outs’ of the country. It was what was called 
a “live town” generally, and was particularily 
so at this time. Patterson’s body had been 
taken from where he bad been killed and laid 
in state on the floor of a large saloon adjoinine. 
Being a stranger in the place, I thought I 
might safely gratify a morbid curivsity, so 
I went in to look at the corpse. The saloon 
itself was a picture—a long room, the first part 
devoted to the bar, in front of which Patterson 
lay, surrounded by a number of triends as en- 
thusiastic in their admiration of the beauties 
of his character as Scotty was over Buck 
Fanshaw..

The Missouri River Passenger Reduc- 
Nebraska Rates. 


T. M. Cooley to Succeed 0. PF, Adams as 
Dresased-Beef Arbitrator—General 
Notes. 


Heavy Cutting of East-Bound Freight 
Rates—A Restoration Ordered by Mr. 
Fink, 

The fight on east-bound freight rates was 
carried on more energetically yesterday than 
at any time heretofore. Rates were still being 
quoted at 15cents on grain, Chicago to New 
York, and 20 cents on provisions, which is a 
cut of 10 cents. But the roads no longer con- 
fined themseives to giving rebates for the 
amountof the cut. They made those rates 
flat—that is, those rates were accepted from 
shippers and connections as the regular ones. 
It is probable, however, that these rates will 
not be in effect more than aday longer. A dis- 
patch received last evening states that the Gen- 
eral Freight Agents, at a meeting held in 
New York, decided to order a restoration 
to take effect Oct. 1. Whether this order will 
be complied with remains to be seen, as it is 
not known whether the New York meeting was 
represented by all the roads or only a part of 
them. Unless the action was taken by all the 
roads itis not likely that the order will be 
obeyed. It is probabie that the General Freight 
Agents simply desired to put a stop to. the 
general demoralization of rates for the time 


being, and that the Presidents at their meeting 
today will consider means by which rates can 


be maintained. As matters now stand it is not, 


probabie that rates can be maintained 
unless a lower rate than 2 cents is 
charged. It is quite likely that the 


Presidents will agree. upon a..20-cent rate 
at their meeting today, and that a strong 
effort will then be made to maintain that rate 
until the notice of withdrawal from the l 
expires. That the Grand Trunk will withdraw 
from the pool there can no longer be any 
doubt, as it is learned that the Chicago com- 
mittee, at a meeting in New York yesterday, 
decided not to grant the Grand Truk’s request 
for a rebearing of the percentage question and 
that the last award ot the arbitrators must be 
considered final, Pending the expiration of the 
Grand Trunk's withdrawal from the pool, this 
rvad will no doubt maintain an agreed rate, as 
it is compelled to even-up the percentages up 
to that time, but after that itis hardly probable 
a serious war can be prevented. But ip no way 
can a 25-cent rate be maintained at pyesent, as 
such a rate offers too great an inducament to 
cut the rates, and some lines would sure to 
take advantage of the opportunity. 

Tne following dispatch gives further. par- 
ticulars' regarding yesterday's meetingin New 
York: 

New YorkK,Sept. 29.—|Special.}—West-bound 
freight rates have been somewhat demoralized 
recently. There wasa meeting of the Trunk- 
Line sub-committee today, the result ot which 
was the issuance of an order from Commis- 
sioner Fink’s office to maintain tariff rates from 
all seaboard points on and after Oct. 1. 

The special committee of the Chicago com- 
mittee met today to consider the Grand Trunk 
Railway demand to have the question of its 
percentage in the east-bound freight pool re- 
submitted to arbitration. It was de 
termined that the award of the arbi- 
trators was final. The Grand Trunk’s opera- 
tion and share in the pool will be 
governed by the contract. The termsof the 
contract contain several disputed points which 
will have to be settled. kt was reported today 
that every road out of Chicago was carrying 
grain to New Yorkat 15 cents. The Grand 
Trunk bas hitherto refrained from making the 
cut rate. > . 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 29.-—-|Special.]— 
There were indications today of an open gut in 
the east-bound gram rate. The Bee Line, 
Nickel-Plate, Midland, and Lake Shore freight 
lines have been charged with hauling grain at 
rates far below the tariff, and it is certain that 
Eastern parties have been buying grain for the 
Eastern market in this city and adjoining 
towns ut prices which, if added to full freight- 
rates, would prove ruinous. The tariff rate is 
283 cents per hundred pounds to New York. It 
has not been lived up to in all instances, and to 
all appearances an ope war on rates, unless 
a speedy adjustment is reached, is at hand. It 


-is said that lines east of Pittsburg and Buffalo 


have let down the bars and that Western con- 
nections are beginning to crowd grain through 
at whatever rate can be secured. Lines which 
have been hauling their full percentages in the 
east-bound pool, and which have nothing to 
gain by increasing business through cut rates, 
will make an earnest endeavor to preserve the 
peace. 


Heavy Reduction in Missouri River 
Passenger Rates. 

At the beginning of this year the General 
Passenger Agents of the various roads between 
Chicago and Missouri River points entered into 
an ironclad agreement tor the maintenance of 
passenger rates. Previous to that rates were 
greatly demoralized, but since then the regu- 
lar rate of $14.50 from Chicago to the Missouri 
River was charged until a month or two ago. 
Since then there has been more or less trouble, 
caused partly by the demoralization of Eastern 
passenger rates and partly on account of the 
issue of thousand-mile advertisifig and other 


tickets by the Rock Island and 
other roads, which are being sold 
by scalpers at greatly reduced rates. 


About a month ago the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
gaye aatice of withdrawal from the agreement, 
which notice expices today. This company as- 
signed the following reasons for its action: 
That iv bad found tickets of the Rock Island 
issue on sale at the brokers’ offices at $10 to 
Council Bluffs first-class and $9 second-class; 
also tickets of Rock [sland issue to Kansas 
City at $10 first-class and $9 second-class; it 
also found one Alton ticket to Kansas City at 
$10 firat-class and one at $9 second-class: it 
had further discovered transferable mileage 
tickets of the Rock Island at $21 each, and 
found tickets over all the roads in brokers’ 


hands of foreign issue, and some of 
them in biecks of 100 and . more. 
These irregularities the Milwaukee & St. Pay! 


claimed had been gomz on for three mouths 
past. It therefore asked to have che agree- 
ment amended so that each road would redeem 
at best possibile prices all tickets in brokers’ 
hands prior to Sept. 30, and that the lines 
should bind themselves not to allow either 
their own agents or agents of connecting lines 
or brokers to be furnished any tickets .or rates 
to evade the agreement. It also wanted all 
roads parties to the agreement to insist upon 
connécting lines giving them regular propor- 
tions on all tickets they sell over Chicago and 
Missouri River lines. If this could not 
be done the Milwaukee & S8t. Paul 
would sell tickets at whatever rates were 
quoted by brokers. A meeting of the General 
Passenger Agents of the variou8S Chicago and 
Missouri River roads was beld yesterday to 
consider and act upon "the notice of the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul. The discussion was a very 
animated one, and it was the opinion that the 
existing agreement could not be continued 
unless modified. The demand of the Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul to redeem all tickets pow in the 
hands of brokers was found to be impractica- 
ble. It was found that the only way out of 
the dilema and to prevent a general war was 
to make a general reduction in rates so as to 
meet the rates at which tickets are 
now sold by scalpers, It was therefore 
agreed to charge atter today for first-class re- 
bate tickets $9.75 (the old rate being $14.50). 
Another meeting will be held today to consider 
the Cemand of the Alton that the reduced rates 
should also be allowed to connecting lines.

Adams, resigned, in the hearing of the question of 
the adjustment of relative rates on cattle and 
dressed beef. ; 

Resolved, That Mesars. G. F. Swift and 8. W. 
Allerton and Judge T. M. Cooley consider all writ- 
ten and oral+arguments that may be presented 
and thereafter determine the relative rates 
on dressed beef and live cattle. Inethe event of 
any difference of opinion between the said parties 
the judgiment and award of two of the three arbi- 
trators shal] govern, and in the event of such ua 
disagreement that no two members of the board 
share the same opinion Judge T. M. Cooley shall 
act as umpire, and his decision shall be final. 

Resolved, That should Messrs. Swift and Aller- 
ton, or either of them, decline to serve in such 
hearing Judge T. M. Cooley shall actas sole arbi- 
travor.

ROUNDS TYPE COMPANY. 
THE ESTABLISHMENT MAKES AN ASSIGNMENT 
OF ITS ASSETS. 

The Rounds Type & Press Company, baving 
headquarters at No. 175 Monroe street, which 
bas been in very bad financial shape for some 
time, made an assignment to Samuél D. Ward 
yesterday for the benefit of ig creditors. No 
schedule was filed, but the Secretary of the 
company—C, D. Soulié—put the liabilities at 
$45,000, and the assets, which consist of types, 
presses, and electrotypes, at $35,000. It is 
doubtful, however, if the assets will figure up 
that much. The company has been in very 
poor circumstances ever since Mr. 8. P. Rounds 
sold out bis interest to accept the position of 
Public Printer in Washington. 

About six weeks ago the creditors of the con- 
cern held a meeting, at which it was agreed to 
appoint two trustees to look ott for their in- 
terests, and Messrs. White of Philadelphia and 
Blake of this city were chosen for’ the posi- 
tions, but soon afterwards a number of credit- 
ors expressed their dissatisfaction with this ar- 
rangement, and in consequence things went 
from bad to worse until the company was 
finally compelled to make an assignment. It 
is thought that tne total liabilities of 
the concern will amount to nearly $60,000. 
The principal creditors are: McKellar, Smith 
& Jordan vf Philadelphia, $22,000; J. B. Cott 
rell & Co, of New York, $2,400: R. M. Hoe & 
Lo. of New York, $2,000; and Holmes, Pyatt & 
Co. of Chicago, $2,000.

The bili sets out that the 
steel company was organized Jan. 7, 1882, be 
ing formed out of a consolidation of the Pilot 
Kaob Lron Company and the Vulcan Steel Com- 
pany of Missouri, with a capital of $5,000, 
Ten thousand shares of stock for: $100 eac 
were issued to David Davis and Le Grand B. 
Cannon in payment of a traet ot land in Jack- 
son County, Lilinois, and of a railroad fermer 
ly owned by the Grand Tower Min- 
ing, Manufacturing & Transportation Com- 
pany. This road extended from Grand 
Tower to Carbondale, a distance of twenty-five 
miles, and after the purchase by the stee! com- 
pany it was conveyed nominaliy to the Grand 
Tower & Carbondale Railroad Company, but 
was operated exclusively by the steel company. 
Out of the capital stock of $5,000,uv00 of the 
steel company the sum of $3,634,895 was used 
inthe purchase of the Jackson County coal 
lands, the railroad, the Vulcan Steel Company, 
and the Pilot Knob Company, still leaving 
$1,365,125 of stock unexpended. In May, 1882, 
the Ore & Steel Company issued 1,000 bonds 
for $1,000 each, due in twenty years, with in- 
terest at 7 per ceut, and secured. them 
by a mortgage on ali its property except the 
railroad. The depression in the iron trade 
the last year or two threw the company into

THE POLITICAL OUTLOOK. 

In canvassing the probable outcome of this 
year’s Presidential election everybody nat- 
urally turns tothe State election in Ohio, 
which occurs two weeks from today. The 
position of the Democrats in regard to that 
State, as in most other matters, is double- 
faced. Ohio, they say, isa Republican State, 
though it is now in the hands of the Deimo- 
crats and has been carried by them: two years 
in succession. They pretend that they have 
no serioussexpectation of carrying Ohio, but 
at the same time they are making efforts to 
do so which are simply unprecedented. ‘John 
Mclean of the Cincinnati Enquirer is re- 
ported as saying that the way for the Demo- 
crats to carry Ohio is “to buy it, by G—d!”

They have -raised an.enormous fund of 
money in the - State itself from the 
brewers and liquor interests; they have 
blackmailed the Democratic National Com- 
mittee on the theory that the loss of Ohio 
will mean the defeat of Cleveland; they 
have levied contributions on the same theory 
upon outside cities and States, and Chicago 
has been struck for large sufhs—one man 
contributing $2,500—but the Democrats are 
all the while pretending in public tliat the 
loss of Ohio will not be material. ~ . 

This Democratic attempt at “hedging” 
will not avail Cleveland’s cause.

WHAT VANDERBILT HAS LOST. 

The gossip of financial circles is busy with 
the reported losses of Vanderbilt in Wall 
street. For twenty years before the death of 
the. elder Vanderbilt it is estimated that his 
profits in his Wall street operations were at 
least $2,000,000 a year. The field was a new 
one, and the hervests gathered out of the 
trusting innocence cf the public by men like 
Vanderbilt with power and knowledge were 
enormous. But it is a rule of Wall street 
that the money made there must be left 
there, and it would not be strange if the 
gains which the elder Vanderbilt made: in 
Will street should be lost’ there by his suc- 
cessors. They have his appetite for the 
gdine, but they have not his overmastering 
abijity, and, what is as much to the point, 
they have not the gullible public with which 
he found it so easy to play. 

The stories of Vanderbilt’s losses come 
from so many different directions that it is 
practically certain that they\cover @ substan- 
tial truth: His holdings of Government 
bonds are said to have been reduced from 


$65,000,000 to $35,000,000. This does not’ 


mean that he has lost $30,000,000, for he may 
simply have changed his investments from 
Government bonds into the stocks he is inter- 
ested in—such as Northwestern, Lake Shore, 
and others. But the@epreciation in these by 
shrinkage has been so great that, if meas- 
ured by present quotations, his losses would 
probably be much heavier than $30,000,000. 

But Vanderbilt has lost something more 
than money and something which there are a 
few men left in the world to think of more 
consequence than money. It is now officially 
acknowledged that the New York Central 
Road has issued $10,000,000 of new bonds. 

8 long ago as August it was announced in 
the public prints that such an issue had been 
decided on. The reports were circum- 
stantial. The bonds would, it was said, 
bear 5 per cent interest, and were to be dated 
Sept. 1. This news was a matter of the first 
importance to the public. Great efforts were 
made to find ont if it was true. Aug. 17 
there appeared in the New York journal 
which Mr. Vanderbilt habitually makes his 
mouthpiece an interview with him in which 
he was asked by the reporter if there was 
any truth in the report that his road was 
about to issue the bonds referred to. Here 
is his reply: 


These stories are all bosh: there is not a 
word oftruthinthem. . I am the larg- 
est stockholder in Central, and I think I should 
know if there was to be a new issue of bonds. 
. «+ S8peh a thing has not even beén alluded 
to in the board. .. The company does 
not need any money and does not owe a bill to 
any man which it cannot pay tomorrow. Why 
should it want money, then? No, there is not 


the slightest foundation for the rumors, which.

Herald, furnished “from the office of the 
Central, giving the reasons for the 
issue of the bonds, we find it stated that 
the enmvanv owed a balance of $6,500,000 


sinking fund was established to pay a part of 
the principal. The Egyptian Government

Meanwhile the Government has failed and 
the money must be raised. Literally the 
Government is bankrupt. The deficits of 
the last three years have amounted to $40;- 
000,000 and the &stimates of the present year 
show.a deficit of nearly $5,000,000 more. 
Expenses are increasing, the interest is in- 
creasing, and the debt is increasing, while 
the revenues are decreasing. In order that 
the Khedive may in some way meet the 
charges necessary to his Government and 
fulfill tinancial engagements, with the advice 
of England the payment of the sinking fund 
has been suspended, and against this, in the 
interests of the French bondholders, the Ger- 
man Government has most unrighteously 
and unjustly protested. There is but one 
possible way out of Egypt's troubles, 
and that is either to reduce the prin- 
cipal or cut down the interest; and 
to - neither of these propositions will 
the rapacious ‘and greedy bondholders 
consent.- Like any other bankrupt, all Egypt 
can dois to pay what she can. There is 
nothing left but to redice the interest one- 
half and suspend the sinking fund, and even 
then the horribly-taxed fellaheen, who never 
gave their consent to a penny of the debt and 
have never received a penny’s worth of ben- 
efit from it, would be driven to the wall to 
raise the money. In this controversy the 
English Government has at least tried to 
help them out, but was defeated—first in the 
conference, and now finds herself obstructed 
by the protests of Germany, France, Russia, 
and Italy in the interests of the Shylocks 
who aré bound to have the last drop of blood.

There is little hope, however, that Belva 
will accomplish anything by this little Skier- 
niwice arrangement. A more feasible scheme 
for her, if she really wants to advance her 
campaign interests, is to pool her issues with 
Ben Butler and make a joint campaign. Ben 
has always been a gallant man to the ladies, 
and if Belva can persuade him she has any 
votes he would undoubtedly receive her .with 
open arms and take her as a running mate. 
Ben and Belva on .the same platform would 
draw the biggest crowds of the season, and 
would add a picturesque feature to the cam- 


paign. 


THERE are some disagreeable surprises in 
store for the Democrats at the coming elec- 
tions.

The McSweeney UCase. 

STERLING, IIL, Sept. 27.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.j—I Wish you —) peblish the facts in 
full in relation to McS weevey case, giving 
Biaine’s eaeveemeaden t Lowell and whether or not 
McSweeney at the time of his arrest was holding 
office under the British Goveriment—if so, what 
Office, and, if he was, whether under British laws 
he thereby became a British subject and liable to 
be treated as such, regardiess of his having been a 
naturalized American citizen; how long since he 
left this country, and whether he has since resided 
with his family in England or Ireland and is still 
residing there. Please give us this informauon 
through your valuabie paper, as a number of Irish- 
men in this locality would like to know the facts.

Tae Trripune bas several times printed all 
the factsin relation to this McSweeney business. 
It is to be hoped this will be taken as a final, 
full, and satisfactory statement: 

Daniel McSweeney lived for a number of years 
in America, residing mostiy in California, 
where he became a citizen of the United 
States. He returned to Ireland in 1876, as he 
states, for the benefit of his health: He has 
resided there continuously ever since, pursu- 
ing business as a farmer in the County of 
Donegal. During the Land-League agitation 
of 1879, 1880, and 1881 he took a very promi- 
nent part in advocacy of the Irish farmers’ 
claims, addressed meetings, presided at some, 
and offered resolucions. He was the life and 
soul of the movement in Donegal. About this 
time he war elected a member of the Board of 
Guardians of the Dunfanaghy Union of Done- 
gal. He accepted the office, which is some- 


' what similar in ite character to that of 


Town Supervisor with us. He has held 
the office continuously since then, and 
bas aspired to the higher office of 
member of the British Parliament for 
his county.. He was arrested in July, 1881, 
under what is known asthe Forster Coercion 
act and lodged in Dundalk Jail. Hewas at the 
time of his arrest a Poor Law Guardian. After 
he had spent a month or so in prison he re- 
membered that he was an American ¢itizen. 
He wrote to Mr. Blaine, then Secretary of 
State, claiming the protection of the United 
States. His wife wrote also. Mr. Blaine re- 
ferred the letters to Minister Lowell at London 
with a request that he should promptly investi- 
gate McSweeney's case, and directing him to 
ask Mr. Simms, the United States Consul at 
Belfast, to assist him. Two months before 
Mr. Blaine in an official letter to Mr. Lowell 
laid down the following broad and comprehen- 
sive principles on which the latter should act 
in the case of every person claiming to be an 
American citizen imprisoned in Ireland. He 
said: 

Whatever the necessity may be in the estimation 
of her Majesty’s Government for the existence 
and enforcement in Ireland of the exceptional 
legislative measures recentiy enacted in respect to 
that country, this Government cannot view with 
unconcern the application of the summary proceed- 
ings attendant upon the prosecution of these 
measures to naturalized citizens of the United 
States of Irish origin, whose business relations may 
render necessary their presence in Ireland or any 
other part of the United Kingdom, or whose filial 
instincts and love for kindred may have prompted 
them to revisit their native country. 

If American citizens while within ‘British juris- 
diction offend against British laws this Government 
will not seek to shield them from the legal conse- 
quences of their acts, but it must insist upon the ap- 
plication to their cases of those common principles of 
criminal jurisprudence which in the United States se- 
cure to every man who offends against tts laws, whether 
he bean American citizen or a foreign subject, those in- 
cidents toa criminal prosecution which afford the best 
safequard to personal liberty and the strongest 
against oppression under the form of law w 
otherwise be practiced through excessive seal. 

That an accused person shail immediately upon 
arrest be informed of the specific crime or offense 
upon which he is held, and that he shal] be afforded 
an opportunity for a speedy trial before an im- 
partial court and jury, are essentials to every 
criminal prosecution, necessary alike to the protec- 
tion of innocence and the ascertainment of guilt. 
. . » And if you shall find thatthe circumstances 
of the case, in e light of this and previous in- 
structions, are such as to call for interference on. 
the part of this Government, you will make such 
temperate but earnest representations as in your 
judgment will conduce to his speedy trial, or, in 
case there is no specific charge against him, his 
prompt release from imprisonment. 


Acting on these instructions, Mr. Lowell com- 
municated with Consul Simms, who after in- 
vestigation reported back that he did not con- 
sider McSweeney's case one for interference on 
the partof the American Government, inas- 
much as McSweeney had resumed residence in 
Ireland and had resumed British citizenship by 
accepting an office created by and administered 
according to British law in the British Domin- 
ions. Mr. Lowell communicated the substance 
of Mr. Simms’ report to Mr. Blaine, who in the 


meantime had been again importuned by Mr.™ 


and Mra. McSweeney. Mr. Blaine then wrote to 
Mr. Lowell requesting him to make a further 
statement of McSweeney's case to Lord Gran- 
ville and to urge his release. The British Min- 
ister consented to release McSweeney on condi- 
tion that he should leave Ireland, but this he 
absolutely refused to do. While this corre- 
spoudence. was going on President Garfield 
was lying in bis bed of pain between life and 
death. Mr. Blaine had a herculean task to 
perform, but because be did not depart from 
the usual custom and personally acknowledge 
McSweeney's letters the Democratic orators ac- 
cuse him of neglect of McSweeney's case. The 
records show that be paid it far more atten- 
tion than it deserved. Mr. McSweeney was en- 
titled to no consideration on the part of the 
American Government. He bad resumed his 
position as a British subject; he forteited his 


deal of poverty and destitution in some places; 
but on the whole the condition of the people is 
much better than it bas been for many years...

Messrs. Sampson, Low, Marston, Searle & Riv- 
ington. Mr. Thomson is the gentleman who 
was sent by the Royal Geographical Society as 
the leader of an expedition to explore Zanzi- 
bar and the interior of Africa as far as it was 
safe or expedient to penetrate.

There is a strong wind 
blowing, ‘which fans the fire, and unless it goes 
down there is nothipg can save the whole town 
from being laid in ashes. 

2:30 a. m.-—The Catholic Convent has now 
caught and is burning rapidly. Further par- 
ticulars cannot be ascertained tonight. 


Incendiaries at Cleveland Still at Their 
' Work—Two Arrests. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 29.—[Special.]—There 
were two more fires the result of incendiarism 
this morning, and both were extinguished 
without heavy loss. The first was at 2 o'clock, 
and John Richardson's $2,000 house on Root 
street was entirely destroyed, It was lighted 
from the outside,and the police profess to 
know who the incendiary is. There was no 
insurance on the place, and the inmates barely 
escaped with their lives. At 2:30-a fire broke 
out in Charlies HRaywood’s furniture manu- 


factory on Cedar avenue, near the Cleve- 
land & Pittsburg. track. The fire started 


| in the second floor, and was éxtinguished with a 


joss of $1,000. This morning Allen Diemer 
and William Dingee were arrested and charged 
with firing the factory. Each accuses the other 
of the act, and Diemer was seen on the ground 
directly the fire broke out, eventhough he lives 
some miles away. C. Haywood, owner of the 
factory building, is the accuser. Diemer used 
to operate the place, but, after a quarrel, with- 
drew, and he and Haywood are enemies. The 
men are confined in separate célls, and 
are .ullowed to see no one, Diemer 
is well connected, and is a son of 
Peter Diemer, a prominent German Democrat. 
He asks tonight in a card suspension of judg- 
ment, and says he can prove his innocence. 
This morning it was_found that an attempt 
had been made to fire the new roller-skating 
rink on the West Side by piling tar-Varrels left 
by the roofers. -Staves and paper under the 
floor hai become ignited, but failed to burn. 
There are some firebugs and eranks at work, 
but the police are looking rather for interested 
parties in search of insurance money. A dozen 
tramps and loafers have been arrested and dis- 
charged.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


The Hocking Valley Miners’ Strike— 
A Meeting of Their Friends. 

CoLumBus, O., Sept. 20.—[Special.|—At a 
meeting of the friends toextend aid and sym- 
pathy to the striking miners in the Hocking 
Valley a letter from Mr. W. P. Rend of Chicago 
was read. Mr. Rend expressed sympathy with 
the objects of the meeting, and said it was a 
sacred duty to ald with heart and hand these 
wronged and oppressed miners, and to plead in 
sincere and earnest words their cause, which is 
one of humanity, principle, and justice. A 
protest, solemn, earnest, and emphatic, shopld 
go forth to the people of America against the 
crue! and relentless war that is being waged 
against these poor, honest, and inoffending men. 
Demands bad been made upon these men for 
reductions in wages that were excessive, un- 
just, and arbitrary; and contracts ana condi- 
tions were sought to be imposed upon them 
that, it accepted, would degrade their man- 
hood and insult and scandalize the dignity of 
free labor. “Capital and labor are mutually 
dependent upon each other, and the relations 
between them should be so adjusted that one 
will treat the other with fairness, justice, and 
respect. They owe each other reciprocal 
duties, and have mutual responsibilities. 
Capital is entitied to fair return and reasonable 
reward for its investment and its risks, and 
labor should receive decent wages and buman 
treatment for its toil and privations. Without 
capital labor becomes idie and starve’, and 
capital without labor ceases to increase and 
runs to waste. Labor creates capital, is en- 
titled to employment, and merits a fair share 
of the fruite which it produces. It is a mis- 
fortune and an evil when they become arrayed 
in battle against one another in strikes and 
lockouts, which at best are brutal methods of 
settling industrial disputes.”’ 

Speeches were made by the Hon. John Mc- 
Bride, President of the Miners’ Union, and 
Chris Evans, District President ot Union No. 1. 
Letters of sympathy were read from State 
Mine Inspector Bancroft, P, F. Fitzgerald, Pres- 
ident of the Molders’ Union of North America, 
and Col. James Taylor, formerly editor of the 
Ohio State Journal, after which lutions were 
adopted defining the position of miners and 
appealing for justice.

Three Men Killed and Four Injured in a 
Railroad Collision in West 
Virginia. 


Grarron, W. Va., Sept. 29.—[Special. |—No. 4 
passenger-train, west-bound, over the Balti- 
more & Ohio Road, came in collision with No. 89 


east-bound freight one mile west of Farming- . 


ton at 12:45 this afternoon, three men being 
killed and four wounded, The passenger-train 
was ten minutes late at Farmington, and was 
running at the rate of forty miles an hour, ex- 
pecting a clear track to Mannington. The con- 
ductor of the freight on reaching the latter 
place, and hearing nothing of No. 4, decided to 
throw his engine open and endeavor to make 
Farmington, intending to pass the passenger- 
train there. The result was the two trains 
came together on a sharp. curve. The con- 
ductor of the freight was on the engine at the 
time, consulting with the engineer, and was 
instantly kUled, as were also his fireman and 
the fireman of the passenger-train. The en- 
gine of’the latter ran completely through the 
freight-train, demolishing the engine and eight 
cars and piling up the freight along the track 
for a quarter of a mile. Following are the 
names of the killed and wounded:

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The Springer Committee Sends) Out Its 
Report on the Star-Route In- 
quiry. | 


No Result Reached, Save the Dark Suspicion that 
Some One Has Lied. 


THE STAR-ROUTE FRAUDS. 
REPORT FROM THE SPRINGER COMMITTEE—THE 

MOST THEY FOUND OUT WAS THAT LOTS 

OF LYING HAD BEEN DONE. 

Wasninotonr, D. C., Sept. 29.—The Commit- 
tee on Expenditures in the Department of Jus 
tice, which during the last session of Congress 
investigated the star-route prosecutions, has 
completed its report for submission to the 
House on reassembling. The report is signed 
by Messrs. Springer (Chairman), Van Alstyne, 
Hemphill, Fyan, and Crisp, Democratic 
bers of the committee. It details at length 
the history of the star-route frauds from the 
Hayes Administration down to the time of the 
commencement of the suits, and de- 
clares that frauds upon the service 
could not have been committed without 
the knowledge, codperation, and assist- 
ance of Thomas J. Brady, and that not only 
the contractors but many other persons in high 
Official position in the Government were either 
criminally cognizant of the frauds or guilty 
participants therein. It declares that the 
amount out of which the Government was de- 
frauded in the star-route mail service during 
the Hayes Administration exceeds $4,000,000. 
At one time the Governmen: was paying $450,- 
000 per year for carrying malis to offices that 
yielded less than $12,000 revenue, The story of 


the attempt to arbitrate the Salisbury and Par- 


ker cases is told at some length, and the report 
bas the following to say concerning these 
combinations: ‘It appears trom the evidence 
that two of the most powerful combinations of 
post-route contractors were known as the Salis- 
bury and Parker combinations. Ali efforts at 
procuring indictments against these parties 
failed. A material witness against the Salisburys 
was one Thomas A. McDevitt, nominal contractor 
for the principals, who held a large amount 
of expedited service. It seems that McDevitt 
had been indicted in Philadelphia for fraudu- 
lent bidding on certain routes in Texas—a 
matter quite distinct from those in which his 
evidence was chiefly sought. Woodward was 
directed by Attorney-General Mac\eagh and 
Postmaster-General James to procure an 
afiidavit from McDevitt as to hie knowl- 
edge of fraud in the Salisbury cases. 
McVevitt made a full statement of all the facts 
within his knowledge, and was given by Wood- 
wardan implied promise of immunity in con- 
sideration of bis making full disclosures. The 
binding force of this implied promise was 
recognized by James and MacVeagh. Mc- 
Devitt added that be would freely communicate 
any further information witbin his knowledge 
whenever called upon by the Government. 
Notwithstanding this full disclosure on the 
part of McDevitt and the implied promise of 
immunity which he had received from Wood- 
ward, the Philadelphia indictment was pressed 
to trial, and McDevitt was convicted and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for one year. 
Woodward protested to the President and 
Attorney-General that in the trial and con- 
viction of McDevitt the solemn pledges of the 
Government had been broken and urged Exec- 
utive clemency in his behalf, which was not 
granted. Wootward testifies aiso that McDev- 
itt was the witness he should have relied upon 
to break into the Salisburv combination and 
sbow their metbods of doing business, and that 
he was the only witness accessible to make 
proof against this powerful combination, but 
that the Government took that witness and 
sent him to the Penitentiary."’ 

The report continues: ** The manner of pro- 
curing expedition was reduced to a science. 
The affidavits of contractors and others were 
used as the foundation upon which expedition 
and increased service were allowed. The brazen 
effrontery and perjury of these afficavit-maxers 
is without parallelin the history of criminal 
prosecutions. Affidavits signed and sworn to 
in blank were kept on hand by the contractors, 
just as they laid up supplies of grain for their 
horses. These affidavits were the sole measure 
of the cost of expedition, and no other evi- 
dence was required by the department for 
granting an increase of services and 
increases of speed which cost the Gov- 
ernment hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
A stock of these blank affidavits was kept on 
hand and the blanks were filled when occasion 
was required to use them; and the papers filed 
with the department were the basis for secur- 
ing large and valuable additions to the con- 
tract. Thus perjury was made the basis of all 
the frauds perpetrated.”’ 

A considerable portion of the report is de- 
voted to the subject of the employment and 
compensation of attorneys. The amount paid 
for this purpose, so far as ascertafhed, was 
$144,846, of which George Bliss received $57,- 
7382. A review of Merrick’s testimony in ex- 
planation of the failure of the Government to 
secure conviction in the two star-route trials is 
given, but the,report says the committee had 
not time to pursue the investigation in refer- 
ence to attempts to bribe jurors. 

In reference to the contrac ot indicted, 
the report says: ** From the tabular statement 
from the office ef the Second Assistant Post- 
master-General the amount which it is claimed 
could be recovered from the Salisburys and Par- 
kers is estimated at $564,403. While the recora 
of the @vidence in the Post-Office Department 
at the beginning of the investigation by the de- 
partment was meagre against the Salisburys 
and Parkers, yet the evidence subsequently 
procured through special agents sent our for 
the purpose showed that the operations of 
these parties as contractors were giaringly 
fraudulent, and that they should have been in- 
dicted and convicted-and prosecuted in civil 
suits for the recovery of large sums illegally 
obtained from the Government. Some myste- 
rious and powerful influences must have oper- 
ated to secure their immunity.”’ 

The next subject considered is relative to the 
failure to indict ex-Gov. Kellogg, and the re- 
port says George Bliss seemed to oppose efforts 
looking toward such an indictment, and upon 
this point continues as follows: ‘** There is a 
wide issue of veracity between Bliss and the 
members of the grand jury as to the efforts 
made by Bliss te secure an indictment against 
Kellogg. The foreman of the grand jury, Mr. 
Mitchell, and Messrs. Willard, Edmonston, 
Stewart, and Truesdell appeared before the 
committee and, each corroborating the other, 
stated substantially that Biss, after the evidence 
of Waish had been concluded before the grand 
jury, stated that James B. Price was expected 
to arrive in the city the following day, and 
would appear before the jury ag a witness for 
the Government in that case, and secured an 
adjournment over one day on that account. 
This was Friday, and the promise was that Sat- 
urday Price would appear as a witness, inti- 
mating that Price's testimony was necessary to 
make out the Government's case. Saturday, 
when the jury met, Bliss announced the failure 
of Price to appear, and was compelled to submit 
the case on the evidence already taken. The 
jury then voted not to present an indictment. 
Bliss stated that he did not promise Price's 
ettendance, but might have saidto the jury 
that the case would be stronger when tried be- 
fore a petit jury, for then they expected to 
have Price as a witness for the Government. 
But each of the grand jurors above mentioned 
was positive that this was not what Bli¢s said. 
It further appears from the evidence of Mer- 
rick and Ker that at the time this grand jury 
was in session, the Government had no knowl- 
edge Whatever that Price would ever be a wit- 
ness in its behalf. He was then under indict- 
ment for conspiracy, and’ no proposition had 
been received to accept him as a witness at 
that time.”’ 

The report goes on to show how, when Kel- 
logg was brought to trial, the Government case 
against him failed because the court held that 
the offense consisted in the receipt of drafts 
and was barred by the statute of limitations. 
** It is due to Kellogg to state that he appeared 
before the committee at his own instance, 
July 1, and made a full explanation under oath 
of his transactions with Walsh and Price. Keli- 
logg’s statement before the committee having 
been made the Ist of July, and the session hav- 
ing adjourned the 7th, the committee was un- 
able to further investigate the matter.”’ 

The remainder of the report is taken up with 
the question of the civil suits, the removal of 
the local officers in the District of Columbia, 
and the retirement of Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh. in conclusion the report says: ** Your 
committee is of opinion that there were many 
causes which operated to prevent the success- 
ful prosecution of the star-route offenders. 
Whatever these causes may have been, it is 
doubtless true that those who will take pains 
to read carefully the testimony taken by your 
committee on this subject, compris nearly 
1,000 pages of printed matter, will reach differ- 
ent conclusions. There was great diversity in 
the testimony, and many contradictions will be 


found, wholly irreconcilable upon any other [ 


theory than that of wiilful perjury. It is suf- 
ficient, however, for the purpose of this inves- 
tigation to estate that while the evidence against 
the star-1 oute contractors and public officials 
was strong and conclusive as to their guilt, and 
that the Government was defrauded of large 
sums Of money, and that large sums were also 
expended to secure indictments and convic- 
tions, yet no person was convicted or vdun- 
ished, and no civil suite bavye as yet been insti-

THE COLORED MASONS. 

The colored Masons of this city celebrated 
today, under the direction of the Grand Lodge 
of the District of Columbia, the 100th anniver- 
sary of the foundation of the tirst lodge of 
colored Masons. The celebration inciuded @ 
street parade of several lodges, appropriate 
exercises, consisting of speech-making and 
the reading of a copy of the original warrant 
for the establishment of the first lodge, and a 
banquet. 

THE QUESTION OF A COMMON MERIDIAN. 

It is pretty clear that the international con- 
ference to endeavor to agree upon a common 
meridian, which will assemble here on Wednes- 
day, can scarcely be called a deliberative body. 
The representative of Great Britain, for in- 
stance, will come here with the assumption that 
tne standard of Greenwich is not to be changed. 
It has been thougbt that France, through rea- 
sons of patriotism, would adhere to the Paris 
meridian, but it is now suggested that, in the 
hope that some international arrangement may 
be made for the adoption of the metric sys- 
tem, the French delegate will, under certain 
conditions, agree to adopt the Greenwich stand- 
ard. The practical question before the confer- 
ence, therefore, is likely to be whether or pot 
the Greenwich standard shall be adopted. The 
Navy Department has copper plates for charts 
to the value of many thousand dollars, based 
on the Greenwich meridian, which would be 
useless if a new meridian should be adopted. 

A DRY SPELL. 

Today closes the second month in this region 
practically without rain. The last considera- 
ble shower was July 29, when the rainfall 
measured one and seventeen-hundredths 
inches. Since that time there have only been 
two orthree slight showers, the heaviest of 
which measured twenty-five-hundredths of an 
inch. The result is that the grass is burned to 
a crisp, vegetation of all kinds is affected, and 
the trees are dying. Springs and rivulets 
which have never been known to fail are en- 
tirely dry, the leaves are dropping from the 
trees for want of nourishment, and the corn is 
shriveled &nd parched. The treés and shrub- 
bery of Washington are very much affected, 
while the damage sustained by the market- 
gardeners is very great. The effect is already 
noticeable in the increase in the price of vege- 
tables, which bas been very considerabie.

TEEMER—ROSS. 


The Young McKeesport Oarsmen De- 
feats His Older Rival in a Hotly- 
Contested Five-Mile Race. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 29.—[Special.]|—The 
five-mile single-scull race between John Teemer 
of McKeesport and Wallace Ross of Halifax 
for $1,000 a side, which was postponed from 
Saturday on account of rough water, was rowed 
this afternoon over the ocean course off the 
Point of Pines, Revere Beach, and was won by 
the former by a few feet. The water was in 
as good condition as ever can be seen on the 
ocean, there being only a suspicion of 
a ripple and but little swell. Both Teem- 
er and Ross appeared to be in per 
fect condition. The betting has completely 
changed since Saturday, ang Teemer was now 
the favorit at odds of $50 to $15 ana $20, and 
$10 to $4 and $5, the pool-seiling being very 
light even.at those feures. The course was 
one and one-quarter miles in length, necessti- 
tated three turns, and was flagged most of the 
way. The race was started at 5:22, Ross hav- 
ing five seconds the lead by agreement. The 
race was very close throughout, and it looked 


as if Ross would hold lead to the end. 
jt was one of the prettiest races 
ever seen in Boston, for Teemer 


gradually crowded up on his leader, until at 
the steamboat pier, half a mile from the 
finish, he was on even terms with him. Then 
it was an even thing, both men rowmg ap- 
parently for all they were worth until almost 
to the line, when Teemer, by a tremendous ef- 
fort on the last two or three strokes, forced the 
bow of his boat slightly ahead, and crossed the 
line the winner by only five or six feet. The 
time, as given out by the timekeeper in 
the referee’s launch, was just thirty-five 
minutes, but two watebes on the 
judges’ stand made it 35:24 und the probabili- 
ties are that the latter is nearer, right, since 
the launch was some distance bebind at the 
finish. Teemer’s backer makes the time 35:19; 
and, whichever is right, it is wonderfully fast 
time, considering the course and the distance. 
But little money changed bands on the race.

THE MAYOR’S VETO. | 
HIS POWER TO USE IT ON AN APPROPRIATION 

BILL—THE COUNCIL MAY REDUCE EXCESSIVE 

ITEMS WHICH HAVE BEEN VETOED. 

In the case of Hill vs. the City of Chicago, , 
involving the right of the Mayor to veto an 
item in the Appropriation bill after May 31, 
reference to which was made Sunday, sg Su- 


preme Court held: 

“ Although the City Council is made to con- 
sist of the Mayor and Aldermen, the require- 
ment that the City Council shall within the first 
quarter of the fiséal-year pass an ordinance to 
be termed the annual appropriation bill does 
not mean that there shall be passed @ com- 
pleted ordinance having the sanction of both 
City Council and Mayor within that time. Cit 
Council and Mayor sre distinguished from eac 
other in this requirement. The Council is given 
untjl the last month of the period named to 
pass the appropriation bill,and then, afjer- 
ward, is to come the action of the 
Mayor upon it, The law expressiy pro- 
vides for the. action of the Mayor upon 
an ordinance after it sball have been passed 
by the City Council, giving him at least five 
days’ additional time therefor, it requiring that 
all ordinances passed by the City Council shail 
before they take effect be deposited in the 
office of the City Clerk, for the Mayor to ap- 
prove or nut approve, and that such as he shall 
not approve he shall return to the Couneil with 
his objections thereto in writing at the next 
regular meeting of the Council occurring not 
less than five days after the passage thereof. 
Upon the return of the ordinance ty the 
Mayor, it is made the duty of the Council to 
reconsider the vote by which the same was 

If, upon said reconsidération after the 
expiration of the first quarter of the fiscal year, 
vetoed items of an appropfiation bill passed 
within such first quarter be passed by the 
Council over the veto the appropriations are to 
betaken within the meaning of this provision 
in question as having been passed within the 
first fiscal quarter. , 

“In tire Fairfield case the Council adbered to 
the items of appropriation as before 
passed, while in the present case the 
appropriation is mot the same aS 
originally passed, but changed by reducing 
it. Wedo not see that this makes any differ- 
ence between the cases in principle. It was 
considered in the former case that the subse- 
quent action of the Council after the first quar- 
ter of the fiscal year amounted in law but to 
an adherence to appropriations previously 
made. And for the same reason we think it 
must be regarded here that the subsequent ac- 
tion of the Council June 7, reducing the appro- 
priations in amount and repass itas uced, 
amounted to an adberence pro to to the ap- 
propriation which bad been made May 31, 1884, 
and is to be considered within the meaning of 
the statute in this respect as baving been made 
within the first quarter of the fisca! year. The 
whole includes a part. The appropriation was 
the same except that it was reduced in amount. 
Sach reduced appropriation is not, we'think, 
to be regarded as the ‘further’ appropria- 
tion which the law forbids to tLe 
made after the expiration of the first 
quarter of the fiscal year. The requirement 
that the annual appropriation bill sball be 
passed within the first quarter of the fiscal 
year we regard as to some extent in the inter- 
est of the taxpayer, and that the reduction of 
an appropriation is rather for the taxpayer's 
benefit in its tendency to lessen the burdens of 
taxation.” 

Mayor Harrison and Controller Gurney say 
that this is the most important decision tor the 
city ever given by the Supreme Court. It gives 
the Mayor complete control over the Appro- 
priation bill, and enabies him to cut down ex- 
cessive items or salaries, and put the bill in 
proper shape. Both think it will be the ‘means 
of saving every year thousands of dollars which 


tais check. Heretofore when such mem- 

rs of the Council as Shorey and Manierre 

wanted to reduce items they thought if they 

voted to do it the whole bill would be defeated. 

But this decision permits pruning after the 

Mayor's veto, and makes the bill valid notwith- 
standing the reductions. 


CLEANING SIDEWALES. 
THE CITY WILL NOT KEEP THEM FREE FROM 
SNOW. 

“ The principle of the decision,” said Com- 
missioner Cregier yesterday, referring to that 
of the Supreme Court holding that it was the 
duty of the city to clean the sidewalks af snow 
and to repair them, *‘ is a good one, but clean- 
ing the 1,400 miles of sidewalks in this 
city is impracticable. If it ig the 
duty of the city to clean the’ side- 
walks, must it clean the whole sidewalk gpuce ? 
Under the ordinances the owners of bulidings 
are allowed four feet for steps, entrances to 
areas, ete. Therefore we must clean the 
steps and cart off the snow that gets into the 
areas; not alone that which covers the part 
used by the people in walking along. And if 
the city cleans the walks in one partof the 
city it would have to do it in all parts, and the 
cost would be more than that of cicaning the 
streets. The only way it could be done 
is to- appropriate money; there ig none 
now available for the purpose; but 
cleaning the sidewalks is impracticable in this 
city. Asto repairing them? I am in favor of 
the city doing it after the property-owners 
have paid for a sidewalk. There should not be 
an assessment more than once in ten years. 
But the difficulty is what constitutes repairing. 
The property-owners and the authorities often 
differ about that. The streets and the side- 
walks, after beimg put in first-class condition 
by the property-owners, should be maintained 
by general taxation, if it can be done.”

HAWAIL 
THE SUGAR MONOPOLY THERE AND ITS CEN- 
TRAL PACLFIC CONNECTIONS. 

Among the arrivals at the Palmer yesterday 
was J. C. Waite of Honolulu, Hawaii, who bas 
been a large sugar-planter, but has just sold 
out, owing to the poor prospects ahead of those 
engaged in making that article. “ The trouble 
is,”” said he, *‘ the sugar market at Honolulu is 
absolutely controlled by Claus Spreckies, the 
San Francisco sugar king, who owns fully half 
the plantations on the islands ‘and can dic- 
tate his own terms. If you refuse to sell 
your crop to him at bis own price, you can- 
not “ispose of your sugar, because, owing to 
the long voyage and low rates now prevailing 
on sugars, it is impossible to ship to a foreign 
market except at a heavy loss. The reciprocity 
treaty bas helped to fill the pockets of this gi- 
gavtic monopolist without being of any prac- 
tical benefit to the United States. Althouch 
Hawaiian sugar enters the port of San Fran- 
cisco free of duty the people of California 
pay the same prices that obtain* in 
the East, as Spreckies controls alli 
the refineries, and by an infamous 
arrangement with the Central Pacific kailroad 
pays it an annual sum equal to what would be 
paid it by Eastern merchants if they were al- 
ldwed to compete for this trade, but who are

The good effects of the Harper High-License 
law are seen not only in the city but in the 
country towns. Throughout the State bun- 
dreds of crossroads saloons, nests of vice, and 
schools for drunkards have been closed, be-

been granted. 


County Commissioner Klehm said: “In the 


Town of Niles there are fifteen saloons, mostly | 


with $500 or whisky licenses. The money 
from them go¢s to Cook County, but is appro- 
ated to road and bridge improvement, 
know but little of the Town of Jefferson, which 
is in an incorporated village.’* 

Mr. Henry Wulff, President of the Jefferson 
Board of Trustees, said: “I can’t give you the 
exact figures On this, as I have not got. the 
books here. There are from forty to fifty sa- 
loons in Jefferson, the majority of them paying 
a $500 license. This goes into the road and 
brdge fund. Last year we paid $25,000 for 
roads and bridges ; this year the licenses will 
amount to between $13,000 and $14,000—more 
than half of our road tax." 

* Do you know anything about other towns?’’ 

“Yes. The county towns, when not incor 
porated, are in the same condition. The money 
received from licenses goes to Cook County, 
but comes back in road and bridge improve- 
ments. Now, Niles has fifteen saloons, most 
of which pay a $500 license; Norwood Park 
bas one saloon, I think, with a $500 license: 
Northfield has’ five saloons, which pay $150 
each, as there is a large German population 
about there; Barrington is in about the same 
way; Leyden has five saloons, mostly under 
beer licenses{ Schaumberg bas five, Hanover 
four, and New Trier three.” 

“I should imagine those were mostly $150 
licenses,’’ remarked the reporter. 

* Yes,"’ replied Mr. Wulff, ** there is a large 
German population up that way. Then there 
is Elk Grove, which has at least four salaons, 
though I don’t know how much license they 


Further inquiries developed the fact that 
Hanover paid in license fees, $1,925; Niles, 
a ,095; Lyons, $3,555; Bremen, $1,575; Rich, 


The general opinion of those talked to was 
that, now that the people saw what the High- 
License law did for them and how it reduced 
their taxes, they werein favor of it and op- 
posed to the Harrisonian-Democratic move far 
its repeal. 


THE STATE AT LARGE. 
KANKAKEE COUNTY. 

KANKAKEE, Ill., Sept. 29.—([Special.]—From 
sixteen saloons in this city the amount of reve- 
nue is $8,000. There are no beer licenses 
granted, The amount of the license before the 
Harper law went into effect was $150, and there 
were twenty-two saloons in this city. If the 
law were to be repealed there would be a ioss 
of $5,700 per annum in this city. 

LA SALLE COUNTY. 

Orrawa, Ill., Sept. 29.—[Special.]—Probably 
no county in the State has been so greatly ben- 
efited as La Salle, except Cook, by the action of 
the Harper High-License law. Before the law 


went into effect there were from sixty to sev-. 


enty saloons in Ottawa, yielding a license reve- 
nue at $50 each of $3,000 to $3,500 annually. 
We now have forty-six saloons at $500 each 
income to the city treas- 
In the OCOlties Peru, 
Streator the results 
bave been about the same. In some ot the 
smalier towns of the county where higher li- 
cense than $50 or $100 had prevailed the pro- 
portionate reduction of the number of saloons 
has not been 80 great. Taking al! in all this re- 
duction has been about one-third of the origi- 
nal number, while the increase in revenue to 
the towns has been enormous.. Taking this 
city as an example of the reduction in taxes, 
I find that for the eight years preceding the 
passage of the law (1875 to 1882, inclusive) the 
tax-levy for municipal purposes, not including 
schools, has averaged $28,656. For the last two 
years it has been $20,000—a reduction of nearly 
one-third. Notwitstanding tb uction, the 
total amount of availabie funda that may be 
used is now over $40,000, giving the Council 
power to make some permanent improvements 
greatly needed, like sewers, stone culverts, im- 
proved streets, etc. With the lessening of the 
number of saioons drunkenness and crime have 
diminished, “ old soaks’ find it more difficult 
to get their usual nips, minors are more fre- 
quently excluded from the saloons, the keepers 
take fewer chances of having their licenses re- 
voked, and therefore live closer to the law. 
The people of La Salle County have no desire 
to return to the old system; the law is just 
what they want. 
MADISON COUNTY. 

Auton, Tll., Sept. 29.—/Special.]—The opera- 
tion of the Harper High-License law in this city 
and county bas been productive of gvod re- 
sults. The effort to incorporate the $150 beer- 
license in the liquor ordinance adopted at the 
beginning of the present fiscal year failed. 
Although the majority of Aldermen favored its 
adoption, public sentiment was so strongly in 
favor of one license fixed at $500 per annum 
that the Council could not resist it. The 
operation of the ordinance bas  result- 
ed in prompter payment of licenses, 
which are paid quarterly in advance. 
It is estimaied that the higher license of $600 
will yield a revenue this yearof about $8,000 
more than the old one of $200. This year will 
witness a marked reduction in the rate of city 
tax. Sixty or seventy thousand doliars wiil be 
collected in this connty this year from the 
liquor license. Thisis double the amount col- 
lected under the old plan. After the problem 
of ** the survival of the fittest '’ bas been solved 
the value of the Harper law asa moral agent 
will be manifest, 

MASSAC COUNTY. 

METROPOLIS, Il}., Sept. 29.—[Special.|—By 
the operation of the Harper law Metropolis de- 
rives a revenue of $3,000, against $1,200 hereto- 
fore. By the repeal of the Harper law taxa- 
tion would have to be increased 25 per cent. 
Drunkenness.is reduced about 25 per cent. 
Two saloons have closed outside of the city, in 
the county, by reason of the Harper law.
